“The accident happened about aalf- 
past ten in the morning,” said Bazand, 
who is a fine, muscular young fellow 
We were at work when we heard a 
loud report and saw a tremendous 
upheaval of earth and reek, The 
men who were working near were 
thrown with great violence in all di- 
rections, _I saw one man blown in 
the air to a height of fifty feet. Jur 
first impulse was to run to cover tor 
We didn’t know but what there might 
be another explosion any minute. 
Luckily for us we got safely clear, We 
then went back and learned that eight 
men had been killed outright and that 
four had been badly hurt by the ex- 
plosion.” r 

“There was no doctor in our camp,” 
said Lawrence, “and the poor fellows 
Who were hurt were taken by trolley

Bazand said that all the men who 
were killed were Swedes, Me didn't 
know any of the men by name, 

Asked what ied up ta the accident 
Bazand said that the men had ooyoted 
o hole with dynamite and were putting 
in the powder before the hole nad 
had time to cool, 

Ignorant of Danger and Careless, 

He said further that the men who 
were doing this seemed to know very 
little of the danger they were run- 
ning and were altogether too care- 
less. 

“One Swede near us,”’ he said, ‘was 
ramming in powder with:a bar and 1 
asked him if he was not afraid that 
it might go off. The man only laugh- 
ed and said that he was ready to Hie 
any Ume He then went on ramming 
in the powder as before.” 

“| think,” added Bazand, ‘that ibis 
blasting ought to be stopped, A man's 
life ig not safe a minute.” Bazand 
and his mates reiterated that the men 
who were doing the blasting were in- 
experienced and cureless,
